A 600D IDEA. 


Heretofore tho street operations in 


stocks have been without pystem, 
everyone acting upon his own re- 
sponsibility regardless of anything 
or anybody. This is the -way dealers 
•who were not members of either 
Board and who did not want to pay 
the brokers their percentage opera- 
ted. On Monday last what is known 
as the Pacific Exchange was organ- 
ized with Lneky Baldwin as Presi- 
dent. The purposes of this Associa- 
tion are to consolidate street dealing 
into some sort of system. It is pro- 
posed to buy land, receive donations 
and erect a building wherein, under 
the rules of the Society, the public 
can buy and sell stocks and securi- 
ties. In other words, it aims to give 
the public who, after all are the main 
stay of the stock market, a chance 
to do business among themselves in 
a building and with some sort>of reg- 
ularity. 
This will do away to 


some 
extent with 
the 
crowds 


about the exchanges, and enable 
much business to be transacted with- 
out the intervention of brokers. The 
corporation has no capital stock and 
its object is not pecuniary profit, but 
public accommodation. 


NEVADA'S EXHIBITION. 


Third 
Day. 


As the Fair progresses it continues 


to increase in interest and life. Yes 
terday morning the train from Vir 
ginia was a very long one. which 
showed that they intended to "do" 
the Fair very extensively. Articles 
for display are constantly arriving 
and of course add to tho attraction 
and interest of the gala day. Yester- 
day the following were the happen- 
ings: 


Yesterday'* Race*. 


The attendance at the Fair Grounds 


yesterday was the largest yet. There 
must have been fully 3,000 people 
on the grounds to witness the event 
of the day— the races. W. R. Cham- 
berlain, C. C. Batterman and W. S. 
Wood acted as Judges, and J. R. 
Stuart and L. T. Fox as Timers. 


The first was the running race for 


a purse of 81,000. Only two horses 
started. These wore Ballot Box and 
Irene Hardins;. 
In the pools tho 


horse was the favorite at 820 to $10. 


FIRST HEAT.—Ballot Box had the 


pole, and started off in the lead 
which he kept throughout tho whole 
two miles, coming in winner by two 
lengths. 


Ballot Box now sold in the pools 


at $40 to $7. 


SECOND HEAT.—Tho mare started 


off in the lead but Ballot Box caught 
up at the quarter, and from the 
quarter to the half, it was neck and 
neck, and very exciting. The mare 
drew out and kept ahead for the bal- 
ance of the heat, coming in winner 
in 3:53^. 


Irene was now the favorite at 4 to 


1; and to toll the truth it did look 
black for Ballot Box. 


THIBD 
HEAT. — Irene went 08 


ahead, Ballot Box trailing her. This 
•was the situation for the first mile 
and a half, when Ballot Box passed 
her; but the mare passed him before 
reaching the last qimrtor, but turn- 
ing the homestretch the horso again 
came to the front aud won the heat 
and race in 3:54^. 


But poor Ballot Box! His last run 


has been made, ana he will never ap- 
pear on the course again. He is 
ruined! 
His right foro leg broke 


down on him, and the tears came in 


» Theodore Winters' eyes, when he 


learned that his noble horso had 
made, yet won his last race. 


THE DOUBLE-TEAM TROT. 


The next was a throe in five, 


double-team trot.

teams started: Dick and nmte. Cook 
and mate and Lulu and mate.

At the Pavilion. 


The first thing wo note on going 


in is tho 


CENTENNIAL COLLECTION. 


About ono and a half tons of speci- 


mens from tho collection for Phila- 
delphia are on exhibition hero. They 
occupy n space, in glass cases, 50 feet 
in length by 3 fuot in width, and are 
very neatly arrayed find labelled. 
This display is by 1'ur tho most at 
tractive exhibition in tho pavilion. 
Although but n very small portion ol 
the Centennial collection is here stil] 
it will give visitors an idea of whal 
Nevada will do next year at the greal 
World's Fair. Perhaps no State in 
the Union can present such a variety 
of minerals. 
Certainly our silver, 


lead, sulphur, salt and borax pro- 
ductions are nowhere equalled in the 
world. Every specimen in the col 
lection here is well worth seeing, 
still we can only call attention to 
them and more particularly describe 
a few of the most prominent ones. 
At the end of the cases next to the 
entrance of the pavilion, are tome 
beautiful salt crystals, and sacks of 
table salt perfectly pure, from tho 
Eagle Salt Works, in Churchill Co. 
Then comes a fl.ne collection of man- 
ufactured borax and sulphate of cop- 
per from the Lyon Mill & Mining 
Co., at Dayton; next is a monster 
specimen of native sulphur, weigh- 
ing 700 pounds, from Halo & Duffy's 
mine, in Humboldt county. Quartz 
and amethyst crystals trom the Corn- 
stock; then by far the prettiest sight 
in tho whole collection is about 150 
pounds of the molybdate of lead, 
from the Eureka Consolidated mine, 
at Eureka. 
The beautiful orange 


colored crystals sparkle at night, in 
tho gas light, like a oed of gems. 
Next to these are two handsome 
specimens of selenite, sulphate of 
lime, from Ormsby county, and var- 
ious varieties of ores from different 
sections of the State. A little pile of 
ores from the Consoli- ated Virginia 
valued at §9000 per ton, California, 
88000, and Ophir, $4000, attracts 
considerable attention from the min- 
ing portion of the visitors, as also 
some specimens from Peavino, in 
this county, and Cortrz District, in 
Eureka county. Then there is a huge 
specimen of petrified wood from 
Lyon county. The most valuable 
specimen in the collection is a large 
specimen of chlorine and sulphuret 
ore taken from tho Yellow Jacket 
mine several years ago, which weighs 
35 pounds, and is worth $250.
